week, cutting the blooms with long stems as | 
they appeared before each onslaught. 

That roses need food was one of the points 
emphasized. Various kinds of fertilizer were | 
noted and the correct manner of applying | 
them. Judge Chandler advised the use of 
chemical fertilizer every two weeks until 
August 1. After that the plants should be 
allowed to harden off so that there will be | 
ittld sap left as colder weather approaches 

Beside food roses need a good deal of 
water and contrary to the opinion of some 
rose growers the lecturer believes that they 
should be watered in the day time. In the} 
fall when the ground begins to freeze the 
plants should be cut back to prevent them 
from swaying in the wind and getting broken. 
Hoe the dirt high around them and sprinkle 
fertilizer on top. Under no conditions use | 
leaves or straw as some of us have innocently 
been doing for years. 

The warnings against mildew, black spot, 
canker worms, spiders, flies and sucking 
insects were many and reminded one of the | 
biblical pests of the Egyptians and it was a 
great relief to be told that Farmers’ Bulletin 
1547 could be obtained for five cents with the | 
promise of assistance within its pages. 

In closing his very instructive talk Judge 
Chandler said he might possibly agree with | 
our statement that he knew more about roses | 
than the rose bug but he stated most em- | 
phatically and with much fervor that he} 
neither understood nor knew anything what- 
soever about the rose bug. It appears that | 
said rose bug is an unknown quantity. He 
alone knows himself. Although doused, | 
sprayed and offered attractive poisons in the 
most subtle combinations, unlike Socrates he | 
refuses the poisonous draught and merely | 


jhave prohibition do so by changing

Ex-Representative James P. Donnelly, one |
